The bill regulating the 
mode ef counting the votes for President and 
Vice-President failed to receive action in the 
House, as also the bill for the admission of 
New Mexico as a State, while that for the ad- 
mission of Colorado passed. This Congress, 
two-thirds of the members not having been 
re-elected, seems to have devoted itself almost 
exclusively to levying additional taxes, and to 
appropriations and expenditures. It seemed 
to act on the assumption that this was the 
„last chance” to raid the Treasury, and it 
made much of its opportunities. 
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THE CLOSING HOURS OF CONGRESS. 
The closing hours of the Congress that ex- 
pired yesterday were no exception to the 
general rule. They were marked with even 


more than ordinary waste, extravagance, and 
recklessness. From Monday at 10 a, m. un- 
til Thursday at noon, the session may be | 
said to have been a continuous carnival of | 
rascality. There was no time for debate or | 
deliberation, no time to read bills or amend- 
ments, and no explanation of their import 
was allowed; and during those three days 
Congress yoted appropriations exceeding | 
#150,000,000, and voted an increase of tax to 
the amount of tens of millions. Taxes were 
laid and money appropriated with hardly 
more dignity and consideration than are 
shown at atown meeting in Chicago run by | 
bummers. The two Houses sat every night, 
and the members, worn out by fatigue and 
exhausted by intense excitement, were facile 
voters in the hands of the importunate lobby 
and their agents on the floor, interested in 
plundering the Treasury and the country. 

The evils of this system of legislation have 
been patent for many years. Its results are 
shown in the glaring frauds which have been 
perpetrated on many occasions in the last 
Bits 
have been presented to the President within 
five minutes of the time for adjournment. 
He must either approve without reading or 
refuse to approve. When laws thus passed 
have been examined, they have been found to 
contain provisions not heard of in either 
House, or susceptible of constiuction nat 
dreamed of by any one not cognizant of and 
parties to the fraud. Nearly all the wicked 
legislation has been enacted in the last hours 
of Congress. The back-pay grab was an in- 
stance of this kind. The legislation under 
which the CaorPennrne steal was nearly suc- 
cestful was contained in an obscure para- 
graph adroitly worded and hastily voted. It 
is within the last thirty-six hours of a Con- 
gress that the lobby reaps its harvest, and 
members, particularly those going out, grow 
liberal Vith other people's money, for it is 
then they fill their own pockets with spoil. 
It is time there should be some legal restraint 
or prohibition on this outrageous evil. 
Among the joint rules of the two Houses of 
Congress are the following : | 

16. No bill that shall have passed one House siiall"be 
sent for concurrence to the other on either of the last 
three days of the session, 

17. No bill or resolution that shall have passed the 
House of Representatives and the Senate shal] be pre- 


sented to the President the United States, for his 
approbation, on the last day of the session. 


These rules meet the question directly, and 
are all-sufficient to prevent this evil system 
of legislation, but, unfortunately, these rules 
are liable to suspension, and are always 
suspended without any objection or difficulty. 
The rules, excellent as they are in theory, 
are practically of no avail or use whatever. 
If they were enacted in the form of a law, 
they would be more effective, but they ought 
to be put into the form of an amendment to 
the Constitution, and be thus made irrepeal- 
able. There is another rule providing that 
bills shall be read three times, and not often- 
er than once on any one day; but this rule is 
avoided by general consent,” and is en- 
forced only on rare occasions. It prevents 
no hasty or inconsiderate legiglation. 

Two wise provisions occur in the new Con- 
stitution of Illinois which might with great 
benefit be made a law for the government of 
Congress. One of these is that on the final 
vote or passage of every bill the yeas and 
nays shall be taken in each House; and the 
other is, that the final vote on no bill shall be 
tel-en until the bill, with all its amendments, 
and in the form in which it is to pass, shall 
have been printed. 

The House of Representatives on Wednes- 
day night partially re-established the frank- 
ing privilege, refusing to have the vote taken 
by. yeas and nays; and the same House 
passed the River and Harbor bill, appropriat- 
ing $6,000,000, boldly refusing to let the yeas 
and mays be called. The proposition to re- 
vive the franking privilege could never 
have passed had members been compelled to 
record their votes in favor of it. As it is, there 
is now no responsibility upon any individual 
for the vicious or corrupt legislation. The 
right to demand the yeas and nays ought to 
be conferred upon any four or five members 
of the House. It now requires sixty to 
order a votein that way. No bill should be 
allowed to pass until it had received a ma- 
jority vote of all the members entitled to 
seate in the House. At present it only re- 
quires a majority of a quorum, which is a

The New York Tribune of the ist inst. 
took substantially the same ground, Mr. 
McDownaxp, the newly-elected Senator from 
Indiana, on the eve of his. departure for 
Washington announced to his constituents 
that the Force bill was certain to pass; that 
Grant would make use of it to secure a third 
term; and that it would involve civil war. 
Now who is the true prophet? Whose prog- 
nostications deserve contempt? Tue Ost 
caco Triscone has never believed that the 
Force bill would pass, and has always been 
free in the expression of its hostility thereto. 
There were a few crazy Republicans, 
headed by. Ben Burri, who wanted 
it passed, and who were ready to 
join hands with the Democrats in raising 
a commotion and having another war, but 
the bill was never even seriously con#idered 
in the Senate. If it had come to a vote in 
that body, it would have met with amore 
disastrous defeat than Warp’s Arkansas car- 
pet-bag bill did in the House. Only one bill 
which Tax CMO Tarox has seriously 
opposed has passed, and become a law this 
session, viz.: the Tax bill, and it only 
squeezed through by one majority by means 
of a tremendous combination of influences.

INSURANCE AND ASSURANCE. 

There has been s good many unique and 
ridiculous propositions, legislative and pri- 
vate, concerning the principles and practice 
of the business of insurance, but we think 
the present IIlineis Legislature has out- 
run the wildest vagaries that have here- 
tofore been committed. We supposed 
that the bill to tax the premiums of insur- 
ance companies of other States doing busi- 
ness in Illinois had been allowed to die a 
natural death. Buf it seems that the Com- 
mittee having the matter in charge have 
listened to the persuasive voice of some 
speculators who se¢ millions in the organiza- 
tion of home insurance companies. The re- 
sult of this conference is that Minas bill 
has been reported frvorably with the single 
difference that the proposed 5 per cent tax 
ste tates eee es per cent, This is a 
tax on gross receipts; singe the bill provides 
only for the deduction of losses, and leaves 
the foreign insuraice companies under the 
necessity of paying taxes on their agents’ 
salaries, office-reni, advertising, and every 
other expense incident to the business of an 
insurance company 

It is positively talious to go over again the 
obvious objections to the taxation of the 
receipts of foreign sompanies, but the danger 
that it may find approval from sheer igno- 
rance and hendstrog folly on the part of 
some members, gros neglect on the part of 
others, and interestd motives on the part 
of afew, prompts G td restate some of the 
arguments against the bill. The whole 
principle of ‘‘ protecion being false and op- 
pressive, it is as wring when applied in IIli- 
nois as when appliedin Pennsylvania, and as 
outrageous when intended to protect home 
insurance companies as when intended to 
protect 'pig-iron,salt, and lumber, at the 
expense of consumas. In both cases the 
oppression falls upoa the mass of the people 
for the benefit of tb few. Thus, if the Illi- 
nois Legislature pits a tax of 2} per cent 
on the gross receipt: of insurance companies 
organized in other Rates or abroad, either it 
is prohibitory of freign insurance capital 
and limits property--wners to the inadequate 
and uncertain suply of home. insur-¥ 
ance, or else it taxes every policy- 
holder, and forces him to pay 24 per 
cent more on @ery policy he takes 
out than he othervise would. The foreign 
insurance company gets the same or even 
more than it did beßre, but all policy-hold- 
ers pay at least 2} pr, cent more than th ey 
would otherwise pay. The only beneficiaries 
are the few organizes of home companies,” 
who are thus enabld to charge the public 
considerable more tan the previous rates. 
The whole object of he bill is to make dear 
insurance and oppres policy-holders, in or- 
der to “protect” certinhome companies. Is 
it right to make a mn pay a double tax on 
the same house or pads? In other words, 
the proposed tax is on levied upon careful- 
ness and good busines habits, is intended to 
promote a contempt fr fhe principle of in- 
suring property, and is calculated to bring 
into existence a numer of worthless com- 
panies which, having io business outside of 
one or two cities or canties in IIlinois, will 
collapse at the first seere scorch. 

Of akin with this poposition to tax poticy- 
holders in foreign insrance companies, and 
only a little more utrageous, is another 
proposition in the Lejslature to shut out all 
insurance companies om doing business in 
this State which shallhave carried any suit 
against them from thi State to the Federal 
courte! Here is the asertion of the Bourbon 
doctrine of State Soweignty with a ven- 
geance. Its consideraon would also seem 
to indicate an impressin in the IIlinois Leg- 
islature that the peoje of this State have 
tired of insuring thei property, and want 
the insurance business»roken up by law. It 
would be as well for he Legislature to let 
the people of Illinois deide this question for 
themselves, and accordig to their individual 
inclinations. There isno law compellifig 
people to insure their lit or their property, 
and we certainly do no want a law prac- 
tically probibiting them rom doing either. 
This is about what the pisage of the Mun 
and Kromer bille would womplish. 
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NEW RULES OF on ARD OF TRADE. 

In another column of his issue we pub- 
lish an abstract of the wised rules submit- 
ted yesterday to the Bodi of Trade of this 
city by the Committee ppointed to make 
such revision.

The Committees of Arlitraon and Appeals 
must construe the rulesof te Board as be- 
ing designed to secure quit; and justice in 
trade, and their findinganustbe in conform-

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THE YOUNG DIVORCE. 

A day or two since we commented upon 
the decision of Chief-Justice McKzan, of 
Utah, awarding alimony and sustenance, 
pendente lite, to Ann Eitaza, who has brought 
an action for divorce against BRIAN Youna, 
and took occasion to present some of the 
esthetics of the case. The decision itself 
having come to hand, we are enabled to pre- 
sent some of the facts in the case which will 
be of general interest, as the case is a test 
one, which opens up a vista of possibilities 
pleasant enough to the Prophet's other wives, 
but discouraging to the Prophet himself. It 
appears from the complaint of Ann Etiza 
that she is an IIlinois woman, hav- 
ing been born in Nauvoo, and that 
she has been a resident of Utah 
since 1848. It was on the 6th day of 
April, 1868, she being then but 25 years of 
Age, that she married Bricnam Youna, and 
at that time she had two children, the issue 
of aformer marriage. During the period of 
a year after the marriage Bricuam lived and 


tenance, and treated her with some degree of 
kindness and attention. During this period 
she alleges that she was a dutiful and obedi- 
ent wife, and discharged with fidelity all the 
duties incumbent upon a married woman. 
Nevertheless, at the end of this year, for 
some cause unknown to Ann Exrza, Bricram, 
regardless of all his marital obligations, com- 
menced toward her a systematic ‘course of 
‘neglect, unkindness, cruel and inhuman 


her. 

To this complaint Brienam has much to 
say in reply, of a curious end ingenious 
character. First, he denies that he was mar- 
ried to Am ELA in April, 1868, as she 
avers, or at any other time, and claims she is. 
not his wife, because in April, 1863, she was 
married in Utah to one James L. D, who is 
still living, and from whom she has never 
been divorced, although he supposed she had 
been at the time. After having denied the 
marriage, then he proceeds to affirm it by 
claiming that in April, 1868, the date to 
which Axw ELA refers, a ceremony was per- 
formed which united him in what is known 
as a celestial or plural marriage, in accordance 
with the doctrines and usages of the 
„Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints,” and that he was never mar- 
ried to her in any other sense than 
the celestial or plural. As there is, however, in 
the ordinance passed by the Territorial Legis- 
lative Assembly incorporating the Church a 
provision that the Church has the right to 
solemnize marriage, compatible with the 
revelations of Jesus Christ,” the wily 
Bricsam seeks to break the binding force of 
the marriage by alleging that he was married 
Jan, 10, 1834, at Kirtland, O., to Mary Ann 
Angrit by a minister of the Gospel, and 
that, although she ceased to be an AnGELy at 
Nat time, she was his wife and has been 80 
ever since, and therefore, Mary Amn being 
his wife, Ann EL cannot be. In other 
words, Baionam not only charges Aun ELINA 
with a felony, but confesses himself guilty of 
one also.

thereof; or, logically stated, a negative and 
an affirmative make an affirmative.

SUPERINTENDENTS OF ASSESSMENTS. 

We regret that Senator Kxnox thought it 
his duty to oppose the passage of the bill in- 
troduced by Senator Rostyson authorizing 
the County Board to appoint some “ discreet 
and competent person, being a freeholder,” 
for Superintendent of Asgessments of State 
and local taxes in such counties as may need 
such an officer ; and we are convinced that 
he is in error when he says that such a pro- 
vision would im] new burdens upon the 
people of this county. The fact is, that this 
seems to be the only way in which the people 
of Cook County may be relieved from 
the burdens of a loose and unequal 
assessment, which, if correct in any specific 
instanee, is so merely by the accident of hav- 
ing been copied from the city assessment 
roll, Cook County can well afford to pay 
$3,000 salary to a Superintendent of Assess- 
ments, and such clerk hire as he may require, 
if we may thereby save the enormous sums 
now paid out annually to the Town Assessors 
for their six weeks’ work, and secure an 
equitable valuation of the property and a 
fair distribution of the taxes in this 

One reason why the Chicago City Goverh- 
ment hesitates to abandon Bill 300 for the 
collection of city taxes is because it would 
throw the city upon the present incomplete 
and botch-work county system of assessment 
in the three towns of this city ; and many 
prefer to bear the ills we have under Bill 
800 than to, fly to others which may be worse. 
Our present system of assessment in the 


There are three Assessors, one for each 
division of the city, appointed by the Mayor 
and Common Council, who are permitted to 
have assistants at the busy time of making 
assessments. These three Assessors, to- 
gether with one Tax-Commissioner, also 
chosen by the Mayor and Common Council, 
form a Board of Assessors, who must pass 
upon the work of each Assessor and his 
subordinates. The Tax-Commissioner is a 
supervisory officer, and has one vote in the 
Board, which enables him to protect the 
people of all sections from unjust discrimina- 
tion, and to exact a proper valuation in each 
division. The creation of a county office of 
Superintendent of Assessments would apply 
this excellent system to county assessments 
here with equally beneficial results, and the 
City of Chicago might then stop collecting 
the taxes under Bil] 300, which is weak and 
objectionable in sp many respects, without 
suffering the oppression of an unequal assess- 
ment under the présent loose and defective 
county system. 

The present county assessments are made 
separately in each of the three divisions af 
the city by Town Assessors elected by a mob 
of bummers every spring. They are selected 
mainly with reference to their power to con- 
trol votes, and the places are kept as rewards 
for the local ‘‘ bosses” of ward caucuses. 
The Town Assessors are generally saloon- 
keepers or political loafers of the worst 
description. Each is independent of the 
others, and responsible to nobody. They are 
nearly always ignorant, and generally cor- 
rupt. They surround themselves with low 
political bummers of a kindred. nature, and 
pretend to assess property by actual inspec- 
tion. For this they demand an average pay- 
ment of $10,000 each from the town, making 
$30,000 for the three divisions of the city, 
which is paid for six weeks’ professed 
work. Of course, the assessment is not 
made by personal observation, and, if it were, 
it would be equally worthless, since the 
Assessors and their subordinates are notori- 
ously incompetent. The inevitable result is, 
that the assessments are unequal and ine- 
quitable, and for a consideration are too low 
in all paid instances, which is made up by 
excessive valuations on the property of other 
citizens. 

It is to eseape this loose, costly, corrupt, 
and irresponsible system, to obtain a proper 
valuation of property for taxable purposes, 
and to distribute taxes with something like 
uniformity and fairness, that a supervising 
officer, like the proposed Superintendent of 
Assessments, is needed in Cook County. It 
is probable that he would save to the county, 
in dispensing with the services of incom- 
petent men, much more than the, salary of 
$3,000 which it is proposed to pay him 
The bill, though once voted down for a third 
reading, is again in the hands of the Committee, 
and we hope not only that it will be favorably 
reported, but that it will meet with no op. 
position from the Cook County delegation,

6. Even these additions did not satisfy the 
reckless demagogues, and they made a final, 
grand, and comprehensive bid for votes by 
striking out the provision deducting State 
and local bounties.

THE CITY CHARTER. : 

We referred some time ago to the secret 
opposition proceeding from this city to any 
legislative action for the reform of the char. 
ter of Chicago. At every step in the pro- 
gress of guch legislation this opposition has 
shown itself. The reason on which this op- 
position rests is that it abolishes severa! irre. 
sponsible and substitutes therefor ex- 
ecutive officers, responsible and removable, 
and whose action is subordinate to the au- 
thority of the general government of the 
city. The bill abolishes the present Board of 
Police and Fire Commissioners, and places 
the police under a chief executive officer, who 


is himself subject to the general control of 


the Mayor and other heads of departments, 
In the same way the Fire Department is 
placed under the charge of a chief executive 
officer. Both Police and Fire Departments 
are made subject to a discipline which re. 
quires sobriety, competency, and fidelity; 


any exhibition of unfitness or inattention to 


duty, inebriation, or official misconduct, re- 
quires the dismissal of the offender. This is 
very different from the present arrangement, 
wheré Sumi, Ktoxre, and Rexe 
sit as a supreme court, and have 
daily farcical trials; where men are se- 
lected by the favor of the Commissioner 
or Aldermen, and are retained oF 
dismissed. through such interest as can be 
made with the Commissionera, In fact. 
there is nothing worthy of the name of disci 
pline now in the police force. All thata 
man has to do is to get some friend to make 
it all right with Manx” or with Kroxxz, 
and that settles all questions of appoimtments 
or dismissals. 

The new charter gets rid of this worthless 
and inefficient system, and, while securing to 


his place so long as he perfotms its duties 
faithfully and well, it authorizes the summary 
dismissal of every man who fails in these re- 
spects. It seems that Mr. Knox, Senatar 
from the Third District, and representing 
the old Board and the old system, objects to 
this reform of the police, objects to any im- 
provement, of the discipline, and therefore 
proposes to oppose and defeat the bill. As 
he is a member of the ruling majority in the 
Senate, and as that body will not give this city 
an honest, and vigorous, and responsible gov- 
ernment against the wishes of our own Repre- 
sentatives, it is likely that the Sazrrpan-Kenos 
faction will defeat the general community, 
and remand us indefinitely to the condition 
which is drifting the City Government to 
distress, embarrassment, and eventually in-

But there are no well authenticated 
cases of cutting under at present, though it is not im- 
possible that rates will soon have to follow the example

The leading produce markets were generally dul) 
yesterday, with a tendency to weakness; which ap- 
peared to be due to the let up of the storm more than 
to anything else, if we except a slight increase in the 
receipts of grain.

opening, showed that the property in question 
was owntd at one time by the late Michael Glee- 
son, who died in July, 1871, just before the fire. 
The present suit was instituted in the following 
year, 1872. The plaintif was the widow of 
Gleeson. avd the premises in question Were now 
and for many years bad been in the pussession 
of the d¢fendants. | 

The defendants then offered in evidence a 
deed from Michael Gleeson, made in May, 1868, 
conveying, to them the property; which deed 
was acknowledged before Philip A. Hoyne, 
Notary Public. The deed bore the signatures of 
Michael Gleeson, what appeared to be the 
signature of Ellen Gleeson, the complainant. 
The acknowledgment stated, in the commen 
form, that both Ellen Gleeson and her husband 
had made the acknowledgment. With this evi- 
dence thie defendants rested their case. 

The plaigtiff was then called as a witness, and 
testified that she never sigued the deed in ques- 
tion, nor guthorized any one to sign it for her; 
that the signature was not her sigoacure, an 
she never acknowledged the deed before the 
Notary. . The certificate in question, so far as it 
related to her, was false and fraudulent. In ad- 
dition, several witnesses, experts in handwriting, 
were examined as to the genuineness of the sig- 
nature, ‘‘ Ellen Gleeson,” to the deed. They 
were Mr, Edgar Johnson, chief paying clerk of 
the Board of PublicsWorks; Lester Coffeen, 
Deputy @ierk of the Superior Gourt; Thomas 
Griffin, of the Recorder's office; Col. Ricaby, 
and Mr. John De Koven, Gashier of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 
Cutcaco, March 4.— There is a Chicago morn- 
ing paper which is bound to create alarm in one 
way if not in another. Its silly imitation of the 
New York Herald in perpetrating a cruel joke 
which lost ali point from the fact that it was an 
imitation, it has followed up by sounding an 
alarm as to the legality of the proceedings in the 
Courts of Cook County sines the Great Fire of 
1871, The laws of 1831 provided that the county 
seat of Cook County should be permanently lo- 
lated at Chicago, as laid out and defined by the 
Canal Commissioners; iso, that the public 
buildings at Chicago should be erected on the 
public square, as laid off by the same Commis- 
sioners, on the south side of the Chicago 
River. It is said that the decisions rendered 
in the new County Court-House on the North 
Side are illegal, and should be set aside, or, if 
not set aside, that they are valid only because no 
objection was made by the .defendants at the 
trials, for the reason that the site of the Court 
ig illegal. We need scargely say that we do not 
share the Times alarm. Upto October, 1871, 
the Courts of Chicago were situated on the pub- 
Lc square on the south side of Chicago River,” 
The fire destroyed the buildings, and it became a 
physical im bility to hold court there. To 
the present time no Court-House b en erected 
there, and perforce the courts to be 
held elsewhere—in what particular part of 
the city it matters little. Such a 
contingency had been foreseen, it having been 
provided that if from any cause there should be 
no Court-House ic the county, the court might 
adjourn to a suitable place at such county-seat, 
and that the place to which the court so ad- 
journed should be held to be the Court-House 
of such county for all judicial purposes con- 
nected with such court. The county-seat is at 
Chicago, The words laid out and defined by 
the Canal Commissioners ” are merely descrip- 
tive of the city as it then stood, and 
has no effect to confine the county. 
seat to the parcel of land bounded 
by State, Madison, Desplaines, and Kinzie 
streets. So far as the Circuit and Superior 
Courts are concerned, the case, therefore, pre- 
sents no difficulty. They are held in temporary 
buildings, and willin the future be held where 
the old county buildings stood. 

But what of the County and Urimimal Courts 
on the North Side? Must those rooms be aban- 


doned? Wethink got. There is no law requlr- 


ing that these courts should be held iu the Court- 
House at all. By act in force since July 1, 
1874, it bas been provided that the Criminal 
Court of Cook County shal! be-held in the Court- 
House of the County of Cook, or in such other 
place in the County of Cook as may be provided 
for. There isa similar provision relating to the 
County Court. Now, the only question remain- 
ing 18, What are the boundaries of the county- 
seat? We take it they are the same as those of 
the City of Chicago. The only object of the 
clause laid out and defined by the Canal Com- 


missioners” was to fix the limits of Chicago as 


it then stood, not those of the connty-seat for 
all coming time. The boundaries of the county- 
seat shifted with the boundaries of Chicago. 
Chicago a8 laid out and defined 
by the Canal Commissioners made 
the county-seat. If the argument of the Times 
proves anything, it proves that Chicago ceased 
to be the county-seat when it ceased to have for 
its limité those existing in 1831. The old Chica- 
go of that year has no legal existence. Its 
identity is merged in that of the Chicago of 
1875. Who ever beard of a county seat which 
was only part of a town or city? The 
Chicago, laid out and detined by 
Commissioners has  disappear- 
ed. The child has grown to be a giant, bu 
his personality is the same. Chicago and the 
county seat are coterminous, and it may be pro- 
vided for by law that the County Court shall be 
held in any part of the county seat designated 
by the proper authorities. Had the law con- 
templated that the county seat should be limited 
to the Chicago of 1831, it would have enacted 
that it should be confined to the city as then 
bounded; which it did not. The part of Chicago 
mentioned in the act of 1831 has no or 
existence.

THE FIRST REGIMENT. 
GEN. M'OLURG ON MILITARY TRAINING. 


The Minneapolis Tribune of Tuesday contaias 
a letter from its Chicago correspondent, William 


D. Hall, in which he gives au interesting conver- 
sation with Gen. A. C. McClurg on the subject 
of the Commune and the First Regiment. It is 
as follows: 


will give me the information asked. 
General— What is it you want to know about? 


R.—All that you know. about the Communists, Tou 
were in counse! last Monday night with the City Tath- 


ers. Will you tell me what was learned there of the 
intentions of the Communists ? 

Gen.—It had been ascertained that they intended to 
demand all the books, papers. and funds of the Relief 
Society to le turned over to them, and, if refused, 
they would bring Chicago to theirfeet. They made 
similar demands last winter, and those in ch

the funds paid out much to them, Emboldened by 


partial success then, they expected to full control 
this wmter, but the prompt and decided action of the 


authorities squelched them, and I think this will de 


the last of them, 

R.—Did you order your men out ? 

Gen. — Len; the whole regiment, mustering 300 good 
men, was ered out under arms Wednesday night 
and drilled ‘till 10 o’clock, loading and firing, and one 
company remained out all night, and the rest were on 
duty all day Thursd- y. This was done to prevent any 
surprise, and the Communist, knowing it, were no 
dou bt intimidated. 

R. — Thank you, General, for what you have told me, 
but I am surprised at two things: I did not know be- 
fore that there was a miltia regiment in Chicago; and 
I thought you were a man of peaceand not a man of 
war. How came you to be a soldier again? 

Gen,—I have been connected wich the regiment but 
a very short time, and, though it is as yet not filled up, 
either as to the number of companies or as to the com- 
plement of men to the company, yet the hardest purt 
of the work of the recruiting and organization 
was done before I was connected with 
it. I was very reluctant to take the 
command when pressed upon mic, knowing that I bad 


neither the time nor the juclination, and not thinking 


that I had the necessary quali ‘ications for the position 
to so great a degree as others, However, I was over- 
persuaded by those inside aud outside of the regi- 
ment, who urged it a6 a pubiic duty. Ove reason why 
I yielded was this: I believe the public generally un- 
derrate the effect upon personal character of miitary 
drill and discipline, I believe the associations of an 
armory, under p control, and under officers of 
good habits, out of self-respec are very far from in- 
jurious to young men occupied in professional or com- 
mercial pursuits. There is something iu the necessi- 
ties of drill; the erect, decided carriage and step; the 
quickness and accuracy of movement; and the habit 
of close and un ng attention, that developes and 
disciplines the mind as well as the body, and goes eyen 
beyond the mind and body into the cheracter f, 
giving it a straightforwardness, r and 
decision which it would be hard to get from ary other 
education, I know the experience I gained during the 
War, of military affairs, did much for me in every 
way, and my own experience of the results of West 
Point education, as developed in the character of the 
regular officers whom I met, was much in its favor. 
The character of George H, Thomas, than whom I 
never saw nobler man, was one of those results.

Kighth—That the extensive and expensive act

The facts are estab- 
lished beyond a doubt that the boxes were pulled, and 
that the lines were in wor 
alarm must have been recei by either one of the 
two wires at the Central office. Under these circum- 
stances the Committee recommend that the op- 

tor be discharged from the service, and that his 
place be filled by some reliable and competent man 
who schall have passed a suitable examination by Supt. 


It is the conviction of the Committee that, had the 
first avaliable streams been applied with proper judg- 
ment, the structures south and southwest of the main 
structure would have been saved,
